The report on cost of living 
movements in Hong Kong, 


prepared by the Department 
of Stalistes under Mr. W. 
G:, Wormal, has a value all its 
own, It has a special and 
timely value just now in view 
of the fact that the workers 
in most of the major utilities 
and Industries are asking for 
un extra three dollars a day 
allowance.

20 degrees off the port bow a 
obout 7 p.m. 


The log continued; "As the 
bearings did not change appre- 
ciably, the pilot gnve the order 
to veer to starboard, which was 
done. 


Captain Hommerberg sald that 
he ran to the bridge from below 
where he was having dinner and 
was told by the pilot they had 
hit a small vessel, probably a tug 
or fishing boat.
